The resolutions given above were unanimously 
adopted at the National Wool Growers’ Association 
held at Cleveland, Ohio, on the 14th ult.; and while 
expressing the sentiments of the large and intelligent 
body of men there assembled, will also find a hearty 
and unanimous response from every farmer and wool 
grower in the country. It is not for the purpose of 
aiding the Government by an increase of revenue, nor 
of contributing to the prcfits and monopoly of manu- 
facturers, that we make an appeal for an increased 
tariff on wool—but for the purpose of protecting the 
producer and enabling him to compete with foreigners 
in supplying our mills. A high tariff it is true adds 
to the revenue of the government, but the government 
revenue can be much more surely and legitimately en- 
larged by tostering and protecting home industry— 
for where the producer and manufacturer are thus 
protected, the taxes arising for their increase of busi- 
ness will pay a far larger sum towards the support of 
government than can be secured from duties or im-

It is natural that the manu- 
facturer should desire to procure wool as cheap as 
possible. He will buy where he can buy lowest; it is 
simply one of the laws of trade. He looks after his 
own interest. The average profit of his business fir a 
series of years has been very moderate. The high 
profits upon woolen fabrics during the continuance of 
war prices was exceptional. At present woolen goods 
are sold at a loss. If by increasing the price of raw 
material and the admission of foreign cloths duty free, 
or either of them, a very material reduction is made 
in the profits of the mills, they must stop. In that 
event, our wool would not be worth fifteen cents per 
yund., 

The conflict of interest betweea the grower and man- | 
ufacturer is, to some extent, imaginary. They are de- | 
pendent upon each other’s success, and no petty jeal- 
ousy should be allowed to obscure the real identity of 
interest. It is not intended to intimate that the busi- 
ness of procuring a tariff on wool may be safely trusted 
to the manufacturer, or that too mach reliance should 
be placed upon his co-operation in carrying through 
the measure. Unless the nature of the bill is such 
that he is to realize an immediate and considerable 
benefit from its passage, his assistance will be luke- 
Warm, and an injury rather than help to the cause. 
It is for the farmers to see to this business. Trust it 
to nobody. Do not discuss the comparative expedien- 
cy of ditferent methods, but do everything which by a 
possibility can promote the one object. Let it be 
known that the united voice of the wool-growers of 
the United States calls for a tariff, and that they are 
resolute in pressing their claim, and its would 
be certain.

A Lesson from Foreign Agriculture. 








In speaking of the agriculture of Prussia, Mr. Klip- 
part, in his recent report on Foreign Agriculture, says 
his details of Prussian farming are not presented with 
the idea that American farmers will imitate them, 
but to show what “thought, science and industry ap- 
plied by a dense population to obtain a subsistence 
froma soil, for the greater part of which no Ohio 
farmer would py five dollars per acre, even on a long 
credit,’’ will accomplish. In Prussia, he says the crops 
are “forced out of the soil, rather than generously 
and luxuriantly produced” by its inherent qualities. 
Of the Kingdom of Saxony, he says: “From the den- 
sity of population, the government very early paid 
great attention to agriculture, and instituted and en- 
forced very rigid laws in regard te labor—hence Sax- 


ony has not only the most dense, but the most intelli. | 


gent and industrious population in Europe. Notwith- 
standing the fact that some of these soils have been 
cultivated for a thousand years, they are in a better 
state of tilth and yield better and more regular crops 
than any soils I saw on the continent. Is it any won- 
der that these'‘Saxony farmers are slow to believe in 
the exhaustion of the soil? Of the entire area of this 
little kingdom, two and a half per cent. only is un- 
productive in an agricultural sense.’ So different are 
the yields of different sections that the taxes are based 
upon the geological structure of the soil, the king- 
dom has the most comprehensive and best 
geological, topographic, and agricultural surveys of

The Rural New Yorker, in an article reviewing 
the history and workings of the Agricultural Colleges 
in this country, says: 

“To say that an Agricultural College cannot be 
successfully established, in a country like this, might 
be to pronounce judgment prematurely, but experi- 
ence, so far, is not auspicious. It is much like that 
which has attended private manual labor schools, re- 
sulting in but indifferent scholastic attainurents and 
crade notions of agriculture In theory, the plan of 
combining study and farm labor seemed all that could 
be desired; but in practiee, it produced neither good 
scholarship nor onk farming. The probability is that 

icultural improvement, in the future as in the past, 
Will be mainly indebted to the experience and study 
of isolated farmers and to the professional classes 
whose hours of relaxation from lar business are 
devoted to the soil and to the products it is capable of 
furnishing for the sustenance of man.”’

How Long can Grass Fields be Crop- 
ped without Manuring. 


This*is certainly an important question with us 
, Where so many fields are annually of their 
burden of grass and no return made to the soil, but 
the produce carried from the farm and shipped to 
western markets, after a few years of such cropping 
we find our fields “‘running out,’’ as we term it; and 
no wonder, for as the old adage has it, ‘how can we 
expect to be continually drawing from the spigot if we 
put nothing in at the bung.’ There 18 @ great differ- 
ence in our varieties of soil in regard to ‘holding out’ 
for grass. Ourrocky rough uplands will maintain their 
fertility and produce avnually crops much longer than 
the lower, sandy and more friable Soils, which if not 
, top-dressed or cultivated every two years or so will 
soon be non-producing. The fact as regards the mat- 
| ter is, hay should never be sold from the farm, not at 
| least unless its equivalent is returned in some form of 
| fertihzer. But it is annually done, so we are brought 
| to the consideration of the question at the head of this 
article. 

We have just been reading of a farmer in a western 
state who has cut and sold hay from the same fields 
for fifteen years without returning any manure to his 
acres. But, it is added, that farmer never fed his fields; 
he never allowed the aftermath or second crop to be 
cut or fed off. Therein was the productiveness of his . 
field. By cutting the grass early the second crop ab- 
tained a good growth before winter, and being allowed 
to remain, acted as a mulch and fertilizer to the roots 
during the cold and decaying the next year was a 
manure for the plants. If the second had 
cut or fed off we venture to say his fields would not 
have produced crops worth harvesting for the half of 
fifteen years.—Progressive Aye.

of the most remarkable States in the Union for the 
number of its ponds, and on this account probably no 
other State has 80 much good water power. 

We noticed another fact of interest. Wesaw a great 
many thrifty young orchards. Although the land is 
not generally #0 well adapted to orchards ss many 
other portions of the State, yet they are making up 
the deficiency by special attention to their trees. 

We recently spoke of the immense sandy plain in 
this town. We learn that a gentleman in Boston has 
recently purchased 800 acres of this land and is nego- 
tiating for 500 acres more. This he intends to devote 
to cultivation, and we expect to see the time when this 
now barren waste will be under a good state of cuiti- 
vation. We have learned one lesson about agriculture 
in Maine, and it is this: that there are few spots in 
Maine south of tke mountain ranges which are not 
capable of being brought to the highest state of culti- 
vation and production. If person had told us twon- 
ty-five years ag) that a garden could have been made 
on what is now Auburn village, we should have 
laughed at the idea. Now, any number of them may 
be seen. So it is all over the State. 

We took a ride to Welchville whare a new village is 
springing up om the little Androscoggin. Two addi- 
tional ponds empty their contents into this stream a 
short distance above the village. A large woolen mill 
is in process.ef erection by Mr. John Harper. There 
is @ match factory established here. They obtain their 
wood from Canada, and intend carrying on the busi- | 
ness on a large scale. There is a large building 
standing here which was erected during the war for 
the purpose of manufacturing tar, pitch and turpen- 
tine from the numerous pine stumps abounding here. 
At one time they sold tar for thirty dollars a barrel, 
and turpentine for one hundred dollars. Since the 
war they have removed their interests to the South. 
Could the Androscogzin Railroad be induced to extend 
their branch at Lewiston to Mechanic Falls, and thence 
to Welehville and Oxford, they would open a splendid 
county for manufacturing purposes. We expect to 
see this done, for the route is a very level one, while a 
large extent of country would centre here. Push 
along your railroads through Maine, and that will 
push along the manutactures, which in turn wil] push 
ahead the farmers. 

As we stood on the piazza of our host of the Oxford 
House, who by the way is making arrangements to 
enlarge his accommodations as if he instinctively saw 
into the future, we glanced over the whole ground of 
our previous ebservations, and laid down the princi- 
ple that wherever there was power in reserve or raw 
material to be found, there the Yankee race would be 
sure to find a location, and develop its hidden re- 
sources. We almost caught our host, Isaiah, napping, 
as we expressed to him our ideas of things. Had we 
wriiten in this atrain thirty years ago, we should have 
been set down as a visionary, but one who travels over 
our State from year to year will fied it difficnt te keep 
posted up in what is now going on, to say nothing of 
the astonishing strides we have made within twenty- 
five years. 


THaNKSGIvinc Services in this city were held at 
the South Parish, sermon by Rev. Mr. McKenzie, and 
at the Methodist Chapel, the First and Second Baptist 
uniting, sermon by Rev. Mr. Randall; Mr. Penny and 
Mr. Ricker both taking part in the services.

To obviate such a result it was 
deemed more prudent as a military necessity to remove 
them all at once. Now there is no doubt that this will 
be done. Much speculation has been indulged in as 
to the actual bus’ of Lieut. Gen. Sherman in ac- 
companying Minister Campbell to Mexico. The truth, 
however, is that he was d as adviser to that 
gentleman both as regards diplomatic affairs in Mexi- 
co and military movements on the frontier, should an 
emergency arise to require a new disposition of our 
troops, but since the reception of the Emperor's inten- 
tions wit regard to the removal of his army, it is not 
thought such necessity will occur. 

The steamer Alliance arrived from Vera Cruz this 
morning with Mexican dates to the 25th inst. Maxi- 
millian’s baggage had arrived at Vera Cruz, but he 
himself was still at Orizaba, in whieh place he had 
been residing for the last two weeks as a private gen- 
tleman, not exercising any functions of office.

The vein above the tumor was greatly distended, 
owing to the obstruction from below; and that portion 
just below the tumor was much lessened in size, and 

ad lost almost its entire function. The trunk of this 
vessel was tied above and below the scirrhous mass, 
and some three inches of it was removed by the knife. 
So extensive was the dissection in the removal of this 
tumor, that the wind an , the carotid artery, and even 
the neck bone were 1 tai bare.

Gen. Gardner of the regular 
army, one of its oldest officers, and Colonel Clits of 
the 6th regular infantry were on the court commission.

A few moments later they heard exclamations, and 
then the reply, ‘God d—n you, we have come to put 
you into the Savannah, and we’ll do it!’ These were 
followed by musket or pisiul shots. Shortly after the 
post returned bringing with them three horses be- 
jonging to the murdered men, their arms and acoon-

In this party, both in going to the ferry 
and réturning from it, Brown and Howell recognized 
Stowers, who walked with Crawford Keyes at the head 
of it. The moon was up and there was in thcir minds 
no question of their identity. To rebut this and other 
circumstances of less importance, Stowers attempted 
to prove an alibi. In proving the case of the govern- 
ment the jadge advocate had not been compelled to 
aly on any testimony from colored men, but in his 
defence Stowers attempted to sustain his alibi by the 
testimony of two of his freedmen—Edward and Squire 
—who testified that Stowers was at home at an hour 
which would have rendered it impossible for the mur- 
der to have been committed by him. At a subsequent 
stage of the trial both these witnesses came first pri- 
vately to the judge advocate and informed him that the 
whole statement was false, and that they had been in- 
duced to make it by the uasion of Stowers. To 
this they afterwards swore in the presence of the com- 
mission, being placed on the stand, so that by their 
evidence Stowers necessarily stood in the position of 
one who had endeavored to maintain a defence by false 
testimony. 

The trials of Crawford Keyes, Robert Keyos, and 
Elisha Byrem followed that of Stowers, the govern- 
ment resting its case on similar testimony. 

The voluminous report of the trial shows that the 
fullest opportunity was given the prisvners for (heir 

efence, and that they were allowed to summon wit- 
nesses at the expense of the United States. After the 
fullest investigation, the military commission found 
all four guilty of murder. In consideration of the 
youth of Robert Keyes and Byrem, and the fact that 
they acted undoubtedly under the influence of Craw- 
ford Keyes, the comfnission recommen ied that in their 
cases the punishment of death be commuted to im- 
prisonment for life. These sentences were fully ap- 
proved by Major Gen. Sickles on the Ist of April last, 
who ordered the execution of F. O. Stowers and J. 
Crawford Keyes to take place on Friday thereafter, 
April 27, and in pursusnee of this order the prison- 
ers were removed to Castle Pinckney, in the barbor 
of Charleston. 

The interval of six days hetween the approval of the 
sentences and the day fixed for the execution, gave an 
opportunity for the friends of Stowers and Keyes who 
were influential, to apply to the President for exeoa- 
tive clemency, and of thiv'they were not slow to avail 
was immediately dispatched 
to Washington, and before the day of execution ar- 
rived a telegraphic order was received directing the 
excution to be suspended, and the papers and evidence 
m the case to be forwarded to Washington. This was 
acoordingly done and the prisoners remained in cus- 
tody. The prisoners remained some months under 
this sus of their sentences above advertel to, 
and in the meantime the U. 8. District Court for the 
district of South Carolina having been organized, on 
attempt was made to release them by habeas corpus, 
for which a writ was sued out by this court. 
This writ the military authorities distinctly refused to 
obey, as they did not intend that the murderers of 
their soldiers should in any way unless they 
were forced so to do by direct orders from their su- 
periors in Washington. 

The habeas corpus having failed through the firn- 
ness of the mili authorities, seme otber means 
must be adopted ; and shortly after an order was recel’- 
ed directing the prisoners to be transferred to the Dry 
Tortugas. Whether this order commuted the senten 
of death to that of imprisonment for life in the cas 
of Stowers and Crawford Keyes, we are not able to 
say. At the Dry Tortugas the prisoners remained two 
or three months, and eather at this post the military 
authorities proved equally intractable, or whether or 
not any attempt was made by habeas corpus tw te 
lease them there, we are not informed. It is certain 
that after remaining there s couple of months they 
were transferred to Fort Delaware. The object of this 
transfer'was obvious at once. It was to provide a means 
of escape for them, whether through the forms of law 
or the intervention of a Judge whose sympathies 
would be with the murderers of our soldiers, while 
the responsibility of ing them was avoided. — 
The scheme was entirely successful. In the State of
